consisting of three division under the command of General WANG Yao-vm. 
commander of the 2 Pacification Area, which left Tsinan (117-00,36-41) in 
an attempt to relieve .eihsian, were pocketed by Communist forces between 
Llntzu (118-22,36-53) and Itu (118-28,36-42). On 8 May these Nationalist 
troops succeeded in returning to Tsinan. Two of these divisions were 
immediately dispatched to Hsushou (117-16, 34-18 ) .

| Nationalist military authorities imfwunded eleven ships in Tsingtao 
Harbor and dispatched them to Chefoo (121-24,37-32). The ships were capable 
of carrying a total of approximately 10,000 troops. 


3,000 troops of the Nationalist 8 Army returned to Taingtao aboard 
three of the vessels. The other eight ships returned empty, the 3,000 
troops were immediately sent to Chengyang (120-21,36-18) to reinforce the 
Nationalist 64 Army. The Nationalists originally intended to withdraw the 
entire 8 Army from Chefoo, but the Ministry of National Defense halted the 
evacuation.

5. Five hundred troops of a coastal defense battalion are at Ghihtao (122-25, 
36-53). The Chiaotung Administrative Office and Military -one Headquarters 
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«*• at Kuocheng, north of Halyang (121-14,36-43). Garrison battalions are 
stationed at Panglai (120-43,37-49), Lurtgkou (120-20,37-40) and Wuluag, 
south of Laiyang. The Nan Hal Military 4one Headquarters and Its 1 and 3 
Independent Regiments are at Liuohaichuang (120-14,36-33); the 2 Independent 
Regiment of this headquarters la at Chuanhotou, east of Llngahnn (120-29, 
36-33)* The Chitung Garrison Battalion is at Lingshan. The Chiaohslen and 
Cblmokao Independent Battalions and the 1 and 2 Pin pel Independent Regiments 
are at Chiaohaien. The Anchiu and Huian Independent Regiments are at 
Anohiu (119-14,36-26). 
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6. The 7 and 9 Columns and the 37 and 38 Divisions of the 13 Column are massed 
in the Tuasukou (117-35,36-18) area and advancing toward Taian (117-07,36-11).

7. There is no confirmation from the 11 Pacification Headquarters that CHiSN Yi*s 
forces have reorossed the Yellow River as reported in the press.
